Failing lo meet tlic new

Smaller Enrollment 

It was explnincd by Ken Howard 
(Law) that his motion to raise fee; 
from $10 (o $12 was made nrccs- 
nary by the expected reduction in 
ntudcnt enrollment. The present 
year has seen an cjtimatcd loss of 
$I,0O0 and this loss is expected to bo 
increased in fotlowinj; years. Ross 
Cavey (Commerce) then explained 
that the Council is putting Into 
1 operation a $22,om pension plan 
' for Union employees. A three-man 
committee i.s cxaminin:; into the 
affairs of nil campus clubs >v!lii a 
view In altcrinfi their bud;;i;t 
crants. Mr. Cavey pointed out that 
the deficit shown by the council 
was not a result of rising .^prices 
but was owing to the greatly in* 

f* ' creased number of activities, most 
of which will continue dc.<;pilc any 
reduction in student enrollment It 
is estimated that there will be 
about i.ii less students on the cam- 
pus next year. 

Summer Repairs 
As a result of questions raised 
from the floor, Mr. Fletcher ex- 
plained that the reserve of about 
$20,000 which has been accumulat- 
ed during the last 20 years by the 
council shows only a me.TRcr an- 
nual profit and is usivl to main- 
tain the Union durins the summer 
months for salaries paid to the 
permanent staff and to effect re- 
pairs, Mr.° Fletcher pointed out that 
the Union requires $4,000 for re- 
pairs each summer and is used dur- 
. inp the month of September by 
I Medical student.s. This mu.-it be car- 
ried by accumulated revenues since 
the annual students fees do not 
come into the hands of the Stu- 
dents Council until November. 

Mary ' Stephens president of the 
Women's Union explained that wo- 
men students paid an annual fee of 
thtee hundred dollars to the men's 
tmion and also about to mixed 
clubs. This represent about 10 per 
cent of the total women's fees, said 
Miss Stephens. 

The discussion of the sug- 
gested alteratiui» in representation 
brought out a number of com- 
plaints from Dental students. The 
new representation, should the mo- 
tion be passed, would deny the Fa- 
culty of Dentestry their one repre- 
sentative on the council and force 
them to share the medical rcprc-

Dr. Hauser Delivers 
Talk on Chemistry 



Yesterday afternoon at an open- 
ing meeting of C.I.C., Dr. Hauser 
of M.I.T. delivered a lecture on the 
Modern Electrokinetic Aspects of 
Colloid Chemistry. First giving a 
very brief history of Colloid Chem- 
istry; the speaker then showed 
slides illustrating the relation be- 
tween the zeta potential and the 
different properties of colloid sys- 
tems. Dr. Hauser explained certain 
industrial applications of colloid 
phenomena such as in oil drilling 
and in the canning of food. And 
emphasized that Colloid Chemistry 
is not a special division of the 
science but is very much related 
to both organic and inorganic 
chemistry.

The responsibility for llir siicrr-s or fniliiic 
of tliiii Carnival rests on tiic siioiiidcis of tiui^o 
students wiio planned il. Much of the credit for 
it- siu cc--: mu.'ït. Iinwcvcr, lie with the mimicipai 
autiiorilics wlio liavc co-opcratcd so magnifi- 
cently and with the citizens of greater Montreal 
who will patronize it. 

This Carnival provides a unique opportunity 
for Montreal to become a tourist mccca in the 
Winter just ns it is (lin ing I lie siiininor ninntli.';. 
Great capital has been made of (his cvciiL i)y 
the city's authorities and MeOill may well be 
proiifl nf it.s contiihution to the wealth and 
popularity of the city. 

Why does McGill have a Winter Cnrnivnl? 
Why do 1300 people work for five months to 
prepare it? Why did the University authorities, 
ustially so conservative, vote $30,000 in such 
a long-untried venture? It is. perhaps, that our 
superiors have awoken to tlic fact, long before 
most other organizations) thnt the time is 
rapidly approaching when the size nf the Uni- 
versity will be much less, and just as businesses 
will compete in a buyers market, so McGill will 
Iiavc (n compete with other universities in the 
attraction of students. 

The htigc numbers of student velernns on the 
r.Tinpn-es nf Caniidinn and American Univrrs- 
ilics has, (liiiinK the past few years, stretched 
their rapacity to the bursting point. Even now, 
rollepcs arc hard pressed tn provide :i(Irf|nalely 
for the numbers of students seeking an education 



within their halls. Within a few years, liowcver, 
the number of students attending college, al- 
though increased over the pre-war figiue, will 
once again place many universities in the pov- 
erty-stricken condition in which they found 
themselves years ago. 

A University such as McGill, supported as 
it. is largely by grants from graduates and other 
pliiianthrnpic individuals, must maintain at 
nil times among these people a keen and lively 
interest in the affairs of the University. What 
hotter way is there of proving to these bene- 
factors thnt they arc supporting a worthwhile 
institution than by producing, after a task has 
been undertaken, a result without peer? 

Such an imdcrtnking is this Winter Carnival, 
and by making it a largo a»id extravagant 
spcctacir, McGill is helping not only the city 
of .Montre.il, but she is helping herself.

Foil r-man Panel 
Outlines Cures 
For Sex Crimes 



The four-man panel discussing 
sex crimes before over 500 students 
in the Union last Monday agreed 
on five major points to curb scv- 
ual offences. 

Participants in the discussion 
were the Rev. G. Phillips. Protest- 
ant Chaplain at the Montreal Jail; 
Detective Sgl. O. Pelletier, in 
charge of the department's Juven- 
ile delinquency prevention bureau; 
Dr. K. Stern, of the Allen Mem- 
orial Institute: and Prof. F. E. 
La Violette of the sociology* de- 
partment. 

Ways of curbing sex offences 
were suggested, and the five agrc;ed 
upon are: (1) Encouragement of 
prevention. (2) Cure instead of 
application of the principle of , a 
tooth for a tooth. (3) Overhaul the 
judiciary, the criminal code, the 
penitentiaries and prisons. (4) In- 
crease enlightened sex education 
and (5) stabilize family life. ' 

CAUSES A.VD KEFORMS 

The existing criminal code was 
criticized by Rev. Phillips, Prof. 
La Violette decried improper Ircal- 
menl of sexual offenders, and Prof. 
Stern, citing case histories, sug- 
gested a number of treatmenlj and 
declared the mental Institutions' 
methods of curing sexual misfits 
to be inadequate. Sgt., Pelletier, 
speaking from practical experience, 
outlined the technical difficulties 
involved in the actual practice of 
legislation against the offenders. 
He blamed idleness and domestic 
maladaptation for a great number 
of the sexual offences commlttod, 
and advocated a better system ot 
children protection. 

• The question period was taken' 
up by the questions put to the 
symposium as to why more had 
not been done in the past, what 
could be done and how in the 
future, starting now. Prof. Phelps 
ot the English Department thanked 
the four-man panel.

Processing Is 
Described In 
Pulp wood Talk 

Dnui'as .Tones nf the Pulp and 
Paper Assnci.Ttlon spnkc to En^cin- 
ecring students on Tuesday after- 
noon on the various aspects of pro- 
cessing pulp wood into paper. 

Mr. Jones, Secretary-Engineer of 
the Institute's Technical Section, 
outlined the preparation of pulp- 
wood for printing paper purposes, 
its state as it gets to the mill, the 
hauling up by means of jack lad- 
ders, the barking process, and the 
transformations through chipping 
into chemical "cooking" or into 
groundwood pulp. 

To the group assembled in the 
lecture theatre of the chemistry 
building, Mr. Jones stressed the 
role of the engineer in papermak- 
ing, particularly in -its aspects 
which are connected with newly 
developed methods nf processing. 
The lecturer, abiding by the po- 
licy set by former si)eakcrs in the 
Institute's sponsored series of lec- 
tures, kept technical data to a 
minimum and endeavored to vul- 
garize the subject rather than 
speaking along purely tcclmical 
lines. He further outlined the |)o.s- 
sibililics offered graduate engin- 
eers in the field ot pulp and paper 
industrial work.
